For  the  first  time  in  my  life  1  looked  on 
poison  ivy  with  impunity,  and  even  tram¬ 
pled.  on  it.  This  summer,  grown  careless 
with  security,  I  have  several  times  blun¬ 
dered  into  a  bed  of  the  stuff,  without  either 
taking  prophylactic  or  remedy.  The  poison 
asserted  itself  feebly,  with  moments  of  the 
unmistakeable  burning  itch  characteristic  of 
it,  on  parts  of  the  skin  which  it  frequents 
most,  but  this  only  when  provoked  by  fric¬ 
tion,  and  presently  passing  off  with  no  erup 
tion.  It  seems  evident  that  the  antidote  I 
have  used  bas  not  only  overcome  the  poi¬ 
son,  but  the  susceptibility  to  its  influence, 
which  is  well  known  to  be  relative  and  con¬ 
stitutional,  many  persons  being  naturally 
quite  exempt.”  l

to  insure  the  belief  that  the  curious  flowers 
before  us  present  a  group  of  no  Ordinary  in¬ 
terest,  alike  lo  the  botanist  ftnd  to  the 
earnest  non  technical  inquirer  into  the  ways 
and  xvorks  of  living  nature  Th#  curious  ap 
pearance  of  many  of  the  orchi^  flowers  is  a 
noteworthy  fact  For  example^  xve  know  of 
species  which  mimic  flies  in  their  outward 
respect.  Others  resemble  bee^;  the  flower 
of  one  species  is  like  the  drone  bee;  and 
even  the  spiders  are  imitated  by  orchid  blos¬ 
soms.  Nor  is  the  long  and  varied  list  of 
mimetic  resemblances  thus  elded.  If  we 
were  to  hunt  through  an  orchid  #lbum,  where¬ 
in  the  flowers  are  faithfully  depicted,  we 
should  de  able  to  see  imitations  of  grass¬ 
hoppers  in  the  “  columns  ”  or  flower  centres 
of  certain  species,  such  as  th#  Cataseiums. 
In  Trinidad  we  find  a  plant,  xvhich,  long 
known  as  the  “butterfly  plant,”  from  the 
obvious  resemblance  of  its  flowers  to  the 
familiar  insects,  proves  to  be  an  orchid — the 
Oncidium  papilio  of  botanist#.
